Mv. SIBROII moved that tho Senate non- 


concur in the amendment of tho House 
fixing the date at Feb. 23. Adopted. 


But it was queried what effect that vote 


would have on tho resolution, and decided 
by the chair that such action would kill it 
without hope of resurrection. 
But thnt was 


not what the Senate wanted to do, so on 
motion of Mr. Terry, tho vote of non-cou- 
currenco was reconsidered. 


Mr. Slocum moved to concur with tho 


house with an amendment fixing March 1 "ith 
ns the date. 


Mr. Snyles advocated concurreuco with 


the house date, saying that Feb. L'fJ was 
long enough for tlt3 assembly to f-it, when 
there was ns little business to do as is the 
case now. 


Mr. Slocum said ho was iu favor of an 


adjournment at an earlier date even than 
either of those mentioned, and that the ob- 
ject of hie motion was to get a committee of 
conference, iu tbe hope that such a commit- 
tee might agree upon such an early date. 


Mr. Cliaco said his objection to February 


:.':! was based upon the state of (he country. 
He thought it possible that a necessity 
might exist subsequent to that date, for tbe 
11. I. legislature to bo iu session. Of course, 
ho said, wo all hope for a peaceful solution 
of the existing difficulties at Washington,but 
still it may be necessary for us to be in ses- 
sion and do something. My idea therefore 
would be to fix tho dato of adjournment fit 
the Ifith or ICth of March, and meanwhile 
take a recess of two weeks. 


Mr. Yerry thought there was and would 


bo business enough to just about occupy the 
time between now and tho Kith of March. 
Still ho was in favor of a committee of con- 
ference, and hoped some date for an enrly 
adjournment might be fired upon, 


Mr. Slocum's motion was then adopted, 


and on motion of Mr. Yerry tho rules wuro 
puspcndfid nnd the resolution as so amend- 
ed was sent to tho house forthwith. 


On motion of Mr. Kenyon of Richmond, 


adjourned to Friday morning at cloven 
o'clock.

ballot if ballot bn called for, and tho call is 
seconded by at least fifteen electors quali- 
fied to vote upon tho pending question. JJ-.o 
bill was passed.

March 15.

The committee on corporation reported 


bnck tlio petition of tho proprietors of Swan 
Point Cemetery for amendment of charter, 
recommending the passage of tho necessary 
net. The act was laid on tho table to be 
printed. 


Mr. Fay presented a report of Iho com- 


missioner of public schools in response to 
the resolution adopted at the May session, 
enquiring if tho pupils in tbo public schools 
were instructed in principles of morality 
and virtuo.

special correspoudent of the Manchester £i- 
nminer aud Timea writeo, "Notliiag aston- 
ished me more when travelling through that 
imrt of Iho coutiueut, than to see BO much 
unimproved laud iu the immediatevicinity of 
tlio moat populous towns, and my surprise 
was iuoreased when I was informed tbat tho 
cultivation of the soil in these manufaetur- 
ln» states was actually diminishing, lawns 
were being abandoned that Imci been tilled 
for many years, the farmers declaring that 
they could not stand the competition of tha 
West. In Vermont farmers complained to 
mo that, since the imposition of tho high 
tariff duties, the price of wool had fallen to 
such a point that it was no longer profitable 
for them to breed sheep; and yet all tho 
while the factory operatives in lloston and 
the chief towns of Massachusetts havo to 
pay a bigher price for their milk, butter 
and eggs lhan the English work-people pay 
in the most densely populated districts of 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. 
Everything 


that a farmer consumes iu America is en- 
hanced in price by enormous protective 
duties- his agricultural 
implements, his 


clothing, from his hat to his ehocs, are all 
taxed, in order that on uusouud system of 
native industry may be propped up and en- 
couraged. The wives and families of some 
of tha Vermont farmers whom I saw vrheu 
in that state were as indifferently clothed as 
the wives and families of many of our agri- 
cultural laborers. A calico gown, and that 
not even the best, was the common wear, 
in a climate in which woolen clothing is for 
nine months out of the twelve almost indis- 
pensable for health and comfort." 


A bill will bo shortly introduced iu the 


Virginia senate doing away with tho send- 
ing of persons convicted of the lower grades 
of crime to the penitentiary, a_nd instead to 
make them work on the roads in tho country 
in which tho offence is committed.
